pervisory capacity” within any state 
who were non-residents of the state at 
the time of their appointment. 

“In other words,” said Senator Rus- 
sell, “not more than 1 per cent of the 
total amount allocated out of the en- 
tire appropriation for expenditures for 
any purpose within Georgia or other 
states can be paid as salaries, wages 
or other compensation to persons ap- 
pointed or employed in an administra- 
tive or supervisory capacity, who were 
not bona fide residents of such state 
at the time of their appointment.” 

Questioned on the effect of the 
amendment later, Senator Russell said 
it applied not only to future employ- 
ment in government agencies in the 
various states but to the present per- 
sonnel as well. 

“If federal agencies in Georgia are 
maned by a greater quota of. non-res- 
idents than provided for under 
amendment they will have to be re- 
leased and Georgians appointed,” he 
declared.

Gehlbach, Test Pilot Extraordinary, ||\\I{FI) GUESTS IGNORE 


Says Here He Hopes to Live to 101 


Holds 12 Twenty-Five-Cent Bets, However, He Won’t Be 


Alive Next March; Visits George Finch, 
Former Commanding Officer. 


Major Lee Gehlbach, who is holding 
12 25-cent bets that he won't live 
ayear from March of this year, 
dropped into Atlanta last night to see 
George Finch, Atlanta attorney and 
his former commanding officer during 
A. E. F. days. They -had met only 
once before in the last 10 years. 

The 12 25-cent bets came about in 
New York city at a gathering of 
friends, all of whom agree—except 
Gehlbach—that he wouldn't live to see 
March of 1937. The reason is that 
Gehlbach is a test pilot and it ia his 
job among other things to take an

000 feet, put it in a vertical dive 
and hold it until the plane's top speed 
is reached. 

Then, if nothing has happened by 
that time, Gehlbach: levels off and 
lands and the army or the navy or 
transport company, as the case may 
be, buys the ship. They know that it 
Gehlbach didn’t succeed in tearing it 
apart it can’t be torn apart. 

Wears Two Caterpillars. 

As evidence of the fact that some 
planes can be torn apart, Gehlbach 
wears two of the golden caterpillars. 
symbols of membership in the Cater 
pillar Club, whose members have es- 
caped with their lives in parachute 
leaps from falling planes. 

Lee was awarded these two cater- 
pillars only 11 days apart—and that 
is a record—on May 6 and May 17 
of 1935. One of the planes was 4 
navy torpedo-carrying ship, the other 
a pursuit plane. Gehlbach was asked 
to tell about his leaps. i 

“Well,” he said, “when you are just 
coming out of that long power dive 
and you look around and don't see 
any wings where wings ought to be 
that’s about time to jump.” 

On another occasion, observers Te- 
ported that when he failed to bring 
the ship out of its dive he clambered 
back on the tail and attempted to 
“thump” it level. That failing, it was 
time for another jump. 

When a plane fails, however, he 
says, it isn’t always necessary to 
jump. Once he landed a ship with 
the left wing fabric torn away. 

“You see,” he remarked, “it hap- 


pened té be a biplane and the other 
wing gave enough air support to land 
the ship.”. 

Tries His Derndest. 

Gehlback revealed that in the teat 
dives, the dive is not made at exactly 
perpendicular. Rather the ship is cut 
under approximately 5 per cent to give 
increased speed. ‘The main idea is to 
do one’s best to tear,the ship up. 

These are some of the reasons Gehl- 
bach’s friends are betting he won't 
live to see March of 1937. 

“Oh, well,” says Lee, “there's an 
old saying among fliers: ‘I’m still 
laughing at life from the sunnyside of 
borrowed time.’ ” 

Gehlbach has been testing ships ever 
since he got out of the army air servy- 
ice, or, for about seven years. In that 
time he has put approximately 30 
planes through their trials, or on an 
average of slightly more than four a 
year. The pay is high, because the 
pilot has, the experts say, about a 
50-50 break to come out of each test 
alive. 

Gehlbach has done other than test 
flying, however. Some of it is nearly 
as spectacular. In 1930 he won the 
$25,000 first prize in the All-American 


Air Derby in which some of the great-. 


est pilots of the nation competed. He 
holds a transport license and has ap- 
proximately 3,000 flying hours to his 


eredit. 
Under-Bridge Flying. 

He is one of the few pilots who 
have successfully flown under the low 
Belle Isle bridge at Detroit. Another 
is George Finch, who led his army 
squadron, of which Lee was a member, 
under the span. Lee was the only 
member of the squadron to follow his 
commander. 

Now Gehlbach is on a “vacation” 
he says, and like the proverbial post- 
man who went for a walk on his day 
off, Lee is flying the ship of a friend 
from St. Petersburg, Fla., back to New 
York. With him ig Garnet L. Booker, 
of New York. 

Lee, who is bronzed, tall and good 
looking, says his main ambition is “to 
live to be 101 and still be able to ‘date’ 
the girls.” He is 33 now and his 
friends in New York don’t expect him 
to reach 34, much less 101.

Cites Progress of City Insti- 
tution; Cases Increase, 
Costs Decrease. 


John B. Franklin, superintendent 
of Grady hospital, yesterday began his 
sixth year as head of that institution, 
and reviewed progress made during his 
term. Franklin took office in June, 
1931. 

While Grady hospital had only 
45,855 patients in all departments in 
1929, there were 94,132 for 1935. Yet 
the cost of operation in 1929 was 
$533,914 as against $502,479.68 for 
1935. At the same time, the death | 
rate at the ‘institution was reduced 
from 8.5 per cent in 1929 to 6.64 per 
cent in 1 The white mortality 
rate for 1935 was only 2.85 per cent. 

In addition, through establishment 
of friendly relations with various fed- 
eral agencies in the administration of 


; public works and relief funds, more 


than $500,000 has been given Grady 
for improvements, Every part of the 
hospital has benefited directly or in- 
directly through these expenditures, 
and Franklin yesterday asserted the 
physical equipment and the personnel 
of the institution is better than it has 
been in many years. 

Through concentrations and rear- 
rangements the bed capacity of the 
hospital has been increased 100—from 

to 600 beds. 

In addition to the physical improve- 
ments, Franklin yesterday made the 
following comment on the attitude of 
the public to the hospital: 

“Our public relations are cordial 
and happy. The hospital has the 
good-will and co-operation of the 
public. 

“The doctors’ problems have van- 
ished, our staff has been completely 
reorganized. We are having splen- 
did co-operation from the medical pro- 
fession. Whereas we formerly had 
separate staffs for the different units 
of the hospital, and these staffs were 
constantly at war, one with the other, 
we now have a consolidated staff and 
harmony prevails. 

“Effort is constantly being made, 
on the part of all concerned, to make 
the hospital more efficient, to the end 
that suffering may be relieved, and 
that lives may be conserved. Grady 
hospital is Atlanta’s greatest charity. 
It is the ambition of the entire hos- 
pital personnel, including the medical 
staff, to make Grady hospital a truly 
great institution in the type and qual- 
ity of service it renders, and to render 
this service at‘a minimum expense to 
the taxpayers of the city.”

That Atlanta’s smoke nuisance is 
costing the city 
$500,000 a month in damage to 
property, and also costing coal and 
other fuel users an additional $100,-

Blackwell, of Chicago, noted air 
pollution engineer, who is in charge 
of the “Century of Coal-Burning 
Progress” exhibit at the city audi- 
torium in connection with the con- 
vention of the Smoke Prevention 
Association of America, which be- 
gins today. 

Marked advance has been made 
in abating the smoke nuisance in 


railroads, industrial companies and 
the operators of hotels and large 
‘apartment buildings, which demon- 
'Strates conclusively that the contin- 
/uance of this menace to health and 
/property can be eliminated. 

Property owners and industries 
refusing to co-operate should be 
compelled to obey the law. 

It is stated that more smoke nui- 
sance is contributed by north side 
residences than all the railroads and 
other users of coal, and that dur- 
ing the winter months it was re- 
corded at Candler field that: the 
transport planes flew around the 
north side of the city, detouring 
several miles‘rather than fly through 
the dense smoke generated in im- 
properly fired furnaces of that sec- 
tion.

Tricks in

Nazi Germany forbids anyone to 
leave the country with more than ten 
marks in his possession.

On arrival there 
they were immediately rushed to the 
nursing home of a famous surgeon, 
who performed a slight operation on 
the patient—extracting a small sterilix- 
ed rubber bag containing 100, 
marks from the operation scar.

There is no doubt about the sincerity of President Roosevelt's spar- 
ring partners. They really believe even his modified house corporation 
tax plan is foolish and are trying to smash it. But at the same time they 
also know the heavyweight champ is merely practicing feinting with 


them. 
The result of the match will be whatever he desires to make it. 


ADAMANT? What perturbs them is the private information they 

have picked up at the White House, indicating that 
Mr. Roosevelt really wants the house plan, with some further necessary 
modifications. 

In the private conferences they have been having off and on at the 
White House, it has developed that Mr. Roosevelt personally considers 
the corporate earnings distribution idea an excellent campaign issue. For 
that reason, as they understand it, he is not willing to let the idea drop 
until next year. 

As their only chance to win is for the President to let them win, 
the only thing they can hope for is that he will change his mind. 


EASY The heavy hand which the champ holds over them is well illus- 
trated by the inside Strategy which the Roosevelt leaders have 
adopted. : 

At first they intended to offer the house corporation provision from 
the floor of the senate as an amendment. They thought there was a fair 
chance it would be adopted. In that event, the sparring match would 
be over. The issue would go no further. : 

But, after all, that house provision is too bad, even for them. Con- 
sequently, the treasury has worked out a series of corrective amend- 
ments. These will be offered to the senate. If adopted, or not adopted, 
the issue will go to a committee of senators and representatives who will 
write the final form of the bill. And these senators and representatives 
will be selected by Vice President Garner and Speaker Byrns. If they 
pick men who will not carry out presidential orders, they will be looking 
for jobs themselves soon. 

It is all so easy, and has been done so often before, that there is 
really little inside excitement about it, except on the point of whether 
Mr. Roosevelt will relent. 

Note—Another feature of the stratevic plan is that the leaders will

TIP The inside story of how John Hamilton got the job as nominator 
for Governor Landon is material for a textbook on success.

Editor Constitution: The-South- 
wide Association of Consumers wel- 
comes your May 31 editorial entitled 
“With Clean Hands,” and the vop- 
portunity it presents to place before 
the people of Georgia, the south and 
the nation the position of this asso- 
ciation with regard to the margarine 
problem and the Georgia-Wisconsin 
laws, referred to in L. H. Coy’s letter, 
also publish in Sunday’s Constitution. 

We know that The Constitution and 
other southern newspapers are in 
sympathy with the efforts of the 
Southwide Association of Consumers 
to secure repeal of the unjust federal 
and state laws which discriminate 
against margarine, and which more 
or less jeopardize our whole oils in- 
dustry, and we want them to know 
their confidence is not misplaced. 

First of all, the Georgia and Wis- 
consin laws and situations are not 
comparable. Georgia's law, passed in 


tax only on margarines made — of 
foreign oils, and was and is intended 
to protect Georgia cotton farmers pro- 
ducing oil from which margarine is 
made, as well as to protect other do- 
mestic fats and oils. 

Wisconsin, on the other hand, has 
not a 5-cent tax, but a 15 cents per 
pound tax against all oleomargarine 
sold in that state. It was legislated 
to keep all margarine, including mar- 
garines made from cottonseed and 
other southern vegetable oils, out of 
Wisconsin. As an evidence of the in- 
justice of this “war-between-the- 
states” sort of tax and its condemna- 
tion, permit me to quote from an edi- 
torial in the Milwaukee Journal of 
May 16, 1936: “We had a tax on 
oleo of 6 cents a pound. We raised 
it to 15 cents on the pretext we were 
protecting health. The legislature it- 
self knew, and any one knows, that 
this was a dedge. We were trying to 
shut out eleo—we were raising a 
tariff barrier. Wisconsin has suffer- 
d through private trade retaliation.

The presidential preference vote to- 
morrow will mean little. Mr. Roose- 
velt already has Florida’s votes ‘at 
the national corfvention and his lone 
opponent in the preference primary— 
Dr. Joseph A. Coutremarsh, of. Leb- 
anon, N. H.— is virtually unknown in 
the state and has made no campaign. 

There have been few issues in the 
state-wide campaign. The appeals 
have been personal ones with virtu- 
ally all candidates using much the 
same general platform of promises for 
rs fag of the New Deal, goyernmen- 
tal economy, tax reduction, old age 
sta crime prevention and the 
ike. 

The democratic nomination goes to 
the candidate receiving a majority of 
votes cast.

Democratic nomination has been 
tantamount to election in Florida for 
many years but the republicans have 
a candidate for Governor and for 
three of the five congressional posi- 
tions.

FROM: CARDINALS, 


Dressen To Use Veteran 
Left-Hander as Start- 
ing Hurler. 


CINCINNATI, June 1.—(#)—The 
Cincinnati Reds, battling for a place 
in the first division of the National 
league, bought William “Wild Bill” 
Hallahan from the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals today te bolster a shaky pitch- 
ing staff. 

The veteran left-hander, who has 
won 98 games and lost 68 during an 
eight-year career in the major leagues, 
was purchased for an undisclosed 
amount of cash, President Powell 
Crosley Jr. announced.

MacPhail declined to say whether 
any of the Reds’ mound force of six 
right-handers and three left-handers 
would be sold or released. The deci- 
sion, he said, would be made by Man- 
ager Charles Dressen. 

At present, the Reds have only one 
pitcher with a winning percentage for 
the season. Al Hollingsworth. 26- 
year-old southpaw, has won six of 
the Reds’ 19 victories and lost two 
of their 23 losses. Paul Derringer, 
with four victories and five defeats, 
and Gene Schott. with three victo- 
ries and four defeats, are the only 
other pitchers who have turned in 
more than a single victory this sea- 
son.

Rases Will Have No More 
Voice in Conduct of 
‘Duce’s Empire.’ 


ROME, June 1.—(#)—Rases, or na- 
tive chieftains, were eliminated from 
the government of Ethiopia except in 
a consultative capacity today by a 
comprehensive administrative decree 
approved by the cabinet. 

Italian East Africa was divided into 
five autonomous colonies. The Ethi- 
opian Coptic church was again 
brought under the jurisdiction of the 
Patriarch of Alexandria. 

The division of Premier Mussolini’s 
“empire,” including the colonies of 
Eritrea and Somaliland, was made in 
this fashion: 

Eritrea—Capital, Asmara. 

Amhara—Capital, Gondar. 

Galla and Sidamo—Capital, Jimma, 

Harar—Capital, Harar. 

Somaliland—Capital, Mogadiscio. 

A viceroy will rule Ethiopia, with 
Addis Ababa as the capital. The vice- 
roy will have a consultative council 
composed of six Italian resident mer- 
chants, farmers and manufacturers 
and six native chieftains. 

A cabinet announcement said the 
division creates five homogeneous or- 

anisms “ethnically, geographically, 
istorically and politically.”

A communique describing the cab- 
inet decree said an agreemen&, was 
réached with Coptic leaders in Ethi- 
opia “so that the greatest development 
may be given the religious institutions 
of the Christian lands of Italian East 
Africa and so that the bonds which 
unite with the religious populations 
of Ethiopia with the Coptic church of 
Egypt shall be given cuitural éffect.” 

Victorious generals of the African 
armies were nominated as governors 
of the new colonies. Marshal Rudolfo 
Graziani was named regent. 

Genéral Guzzoni was made governor’ 
of Eritrea, General Alessandro Pirzio- 
Biroli, governor of hara; General 
Nasi, governor of \Karar: General 
Geloso. governor of Galla and Sidamo, 
and General Ruggiero Santini, gov- 
ernor of Italian Somaliland.

After graduated at the Uni-

When he was long past middle 
life he was appointed -postmaster of 
Philadelphia by President Roosevelt. 

_ Went’ to Atlantic City. 

Qn January 30, 1911, Mr. Ashurst, 
then 72 years old, suddenly decided to 
make a trip to Atlantic City. Accom- 
panied by his son, John, he registered 
at the Marlborough-Blenheim hotel. 
That same evening at 6:45 he tele- 
graphed to his wife in Philadelphia: 
“Came Atlantic City unexpectedly. 
pa well. Will explain by letter. 

ome early tomorrow.” 

An hour and a quarter later he 
wired to the assistant postmaster at 
Philadelphia: 

“Ran down to Atlantic City. Back 
in office Wednesday.” About §:45 Mr. 
Ashrust left his hotel by a side door 
and entered a boardwalk rolling chair 
in charge of a negro. 

“Take me to the Million Dollar 
Pier,” he instructed the chairpusher, 
who delivered him at the entrance to 
that structure about 9 o'clock. Ac- 
cording to the negro’s testimony, Mr. 
Ashurst while riding to the pier was 
in a very happy mood. In fact, he 
cracked jokes with the colored man, 
Whom he instructed not to wait. Be- 
ing somewhat lame, he entered the 
pier leaning upon his cane. oa 

According to the police description 
given out at the time, Mr. Ashurst 
weighed 150 pounds, was 5 feet 8 in- 
ches tall, wore a black overcoat and 
black derby hat, was smooth shaven, 
with the exception of a closely trim- 
med mustache, and had a ruddy com- 
plexion. Nothing was ever seen of 
him after he entered the pier, and 
the only trace of him that was ever 
found thereafter was his cane lying 
at one side of the structure. It was 
picked up five days after the dis- 
tinguished Philadelphian disappeared. 

Son Called Police. 

Around midnight, when Mr. Aashurst 
failed to return to his hotel, his son 
became alarmed and called the chief 
of police out of bed with the request 
that a search be instituted. The search 
was thorough and undertaken on & 
tremendous ecale. Every hotel, board- 
ing house and hospital upon the island 
was ransacked for traces of the post- 
master. The Ashurst family being of 
a class that dreads notoriety. insisted 
upon absolute secrecy, and the police 


respected their wishes for four. days, 


during which time the outer world 
was in absolute ignorance as to what 
had occurred. Garage men and rail- 
road employes were positive that they 
had seen no one answering the missing 
man’s description leave the city. All! 
kinds of contrary statements were 
circulated. 
In Feeble Health. ° 

Mr. Ashurst was variously report- 
ed to be in very feeble health and in 
perfectly normal physical condition 
for a man of his age; to be worried 
over condition in the postoffice and 
to be satisfied with affairs in that 
establishment; to be despondent and 
to be in an unusually merry mood. 
The fact that he had telegraphed his 
family that he would shortly return 
home indicated that he did not con- 
template suicide, as did the fact that 
he continually joked with the chair- 
pusher on his way to the pier. Had 
he fallen overboard from the pier his 
corpse would have almost certainly 
washed ashore upon some of the Jer- 
sey beaches. Yet thé finding of his 
cane seemed to indicate that he did 
not leave the pier voluntarily, as his 
lameness would have rendered it dif- 
ficult for him to walk unassisted. . 

Detectives and boatmen,' with 
grappling irons and long poles, for 
days dragged the ocean under and 
around the pier from which the post- 
master so mysteriously vanished, but 
their efforts were futile. Police of 
Philadelphia and other cities, as well 
as the federal postoffice inspectors, 
government life-saving corps along the 
middle Atlantic coast and f eral 
secret service agents, joined in the 
search, but to no avail. One of the 
secret service men detailed upon the 
case was quoted as saving that he be- 
lieved Mr. Ashurst not to have been 
drowned, but to have gone away “for

CONFESSION OBTAINED 
IN SHOOTING OF LATTA 


Negro Returns to Scene, 
Admits Robbery. Attempt; 
Held Without Bond. 


A full confession was obtained yes- 
terday afternoon by county police 
from Willie Veal, 17-year-old negro, in 
which he admitted he shot and robbed 
Dr. Robert EB. Latta, Atlanta dentist, 


at his residence at 365 Peachtree Bat- 
tle avenue, Sunday night. 

The culprit was captured through 
the presence of mind: of Mrs. Georgé 
Knott, friend and neighbor of Dr. 
Latta, who lured the negro boy back 
into Dr. Latta’s home while county of- 
ficers were taking fingerprints and 
photographing the interior of the 
dentist’s fashionable home. He was 4ar- 
rested by John B. Winn and J. 0. 
Perry Jr., of the bureau of identifi- 
cation staff. 

Meanwhile, physicians at the Craw- 
ford W. Long hospital, where Dr. 
Latta was taken Sunday night, re- 
ported yesterday that the dentist’s 
condition was good and steadily im- 
proving. He was suffering from a 
wound in the arm and lacerations and 
bruises about the head where he was 
beaten by his negro assailant after he 
entered his home Sunday night. 

t Denied Crime. 

At first denying that he had shot 
the doctor or robbed him, Veal readily 
admitted his identity to county offi- 
cers. However, questioning by Cap- 
tain John Oliver and Lieutenant Tom 
Wells broke down his denial and he 
eonfessed the entire episode in a state- 
ment made to Calvin Cole, of the so- 
licitor general's office. 

“T got drunk on whisky some 
friends gave me on Decatur street,” 
Veal told officers in the presence of 
newspaper reporters. “I got crazy 
drunk and went out to Dr. Latta’s 
homé on the street car Sunday night. 
I broke in through the basement door 
and went upstairs on the second floor. 
In a bedroom I. found a pistol and 
when Dr. Latta came in I met him 
downstairs. 

“I told ‘him I wanted his mone 
and the keys to his new car. I said 
was going places. He came at me and 
I started shooting. I fired all the six 
bullets in the gun at him and he 
ran into the yard. . 

Couldn’t Start Car.
